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The DCI asked for a status report on the development of the foliage 
penetration radar. Wheelon informed him that the tests will take place in 
January and it will be at that point that the Agency can decide whether it 
wishes to interest itself in the program. 


I |reported that the Peruvian police had picked up a guerrilla 

suspect who claimed his training had been provided in Indonesia. He also 
noted a report of a Communist plot in the Dominican Republic. He briefed 
on the Cl meeting yesterday afternoon. 

The Executive Director reported that an Agency program for cost 
saving in the medical field had been well received by the White House and 
would soon be in use throughout the U. S. G. 

The DCI expressed his pleasure at a recent report he had received 
on the excellent facilities in Dr. Tietjen's office. The DCI initiated a dis- 
cussion of the number of new slots within the DDI for coverage of China. 

In this connection, the Executive Director reported that he will be having a 
meeting with Budget Director Schultze this afternoon. (See Action Item 3) 

The DCI indicated his concern that an adequate number of medical/ 
psychological/sociological personnel may not be available within the Agency. 
The DCI also questioned whether there was enough psychological/sociological 
input into various estimates which emanate from BNE. The DCI expressed 
his interest in the development of a systems study approach to various intel- 
ligence collection problems. Wheelon reported that his people were moving 
forward in this field and Cline undertook to monitor the NPIC effort in this 
regard.
